BOND G0VERNMET RESIGNS 


Interesting Developments Expected in 
New Foundland. 
St. Johns, N. F., Feb. 26.—The gov­ 
ernment of Sir Robert Bond has ten­ 
dered its resignation to the governor, 
Sir William Macgregor, and it is prob­ 
able that Sir Edward Morris, the op­ 
position leader and formerly a mem­ 
ber of the Bond cabinet, will be called 
upon to form a ministry. As Morris 
has no more supporters.in the leg^la- 
ture than has Bond, there is intense 
interest in the probable developments 
of the next few weeks.

tlements. Judge Anderson interpret­ 
ed the decision of the appellate court, 
which he said served as his guide, to 
imply that these alleged rebates ac­ 
cepted after each of the thirty-six set­ 
tlements constitute the unit of the 
offense. The appellate court did not 
s|ate so explicitly, nor did it clear up 
the point whether the alleged offense 
was a continuous one, the whole form­ 
ing a single violation of the Elkins 
law. The defense’s argument that 
the offense, if any, was continuous. 


Not Regarded ss Frivilous. 
Judge Anderson regarded as anything 
hut frivolous under the decision of the 
upper court. However, he regarded 
the settlement basis as the logical 
one, and the government will proceed 
in the case on that assumption. 
Judge Anderson's ruling was a se­ 
vere blow to United States District 
Attorney Sims and his associates in 
tho prosecution. He' and his assis­ 
tant, James H. Wilkerson, had argued 
that each shipment, of which there 
were 500, making possible a maximum 
fine of $100,000,000, constituted an of­ 
fense. This view Judge Anderson de­ 
clared he could not understand. He 
said that it had not been made plain 
what 
comprised 
a 
shipment—a 
train load, a car lot or a gallon. He 
saw no reason why, if a train load, or 
a car lot, were regarded as a separate 
offense, the matter might not be fur­ 
ther divided, maktng a hundred weight 
the unit, or a gallon, greatly increas­ 
ing the number of offenses and mag­ 
nifying the punishment. The division 
of alleged offenses, he said, seemed 
to fall naturally into thirty-six parts, 
or counts, each marked off by a 
money settlement. It was these set­ 
tlements that rebates, lf any, were 
made and received.

WOULD EFFECT LOCAL TRAINS 


Legislation Would Increase Num­ 


ber of Brakemen on Large 


Freights and Passengers 


Local railroad men are conaiderably 
interested in the bill now pending be­ 
fore the Minnesota legislature defining 
a full train and requiring additional 
train when the given number of cars is 
exceeded. The bill makes 40 cars full 
freight train and when more than that 
number of cars is in one train there 
must be one or more additional brake­ 
men, or flag men employed. 
A well 
known freight conductor remarked this 
morning if the bill became a law it 
would obviate most of the delay at 
crossings, as it was almost impossible 
for men to signal the length of a train 
of 75 cars, and made much delay in cut­ 
ting for crossings. The bill also pro­ 
vides that if a passenger train consists 
of more than four cars there must be 
two flagmen, or brakemen, instead of 
one as at present. 
The provision, if 
carried into effect, would add one man 
to each passenger train running into 
the city the trains between Brainerd 
and the twin cities and the day train 
to and from Duluth. 
The train men 
are in favor of the bill of course, while 
the companies express the belief that 
it would be an added unnecessary ex­ 
pense.

Balloon Ordered by Now York Yachts­ 
man Will Bo Equipped With Several 
Automobila Dovioos—Other Radical 
Departure#—Machina to Hold Foul 
People and Cost $11,000. 


That the time is rapidly approaching 
When the popular mode of pleasure 
louring will be aerial flights over the 
•and instead of by motor oars on dusty 
highways received practical confirma­ 
tion recently when an order was given 
by a member of the New York Yacht 
club to Captain Thomas P. Baldwin 
for a dirigible airship. It is required 
to carry three passengers besides the 
operator, and its maximum speed will 
be twenty miles an hour. 
The ma­ 
chine will cost about $11,000 and will 
be finished in June. 
This new pleasure airship, while 
constructed on the general lines of the 
government dirigible built by Captain 
Baldwin last year and accepted by the 
war department after the tests „ at 
Fort Myer, will embody many im­ 
provements, In the nature of ‘‘refine­ 
ments in detail,” as the automobilists 
say. Captain Baldwin has learned a 
few things, be says, from his past ex­ 
perience In building airships, and as 
this new creation is designed chiefly 
for pleasure he has worked out some 
interesting features, which will make 
the machine unique in its class. 
The thing that will first attract the 
attention of the average observer will 
be the neat arrangement of the motor 
and the passenger quarters. The mo­ 
tor, a twenty horsepower Curtiss mo­ 
tor, water cooled and of four cylin­ 
ders, will be covered with an alumini­ 
um hood, with the radiator In front 
similar to that of automobiles. The 
engine will also be equipped with a 
muffler. 
Both of these are entirely 
new departures in dirigibles. 
Still another radical departure will 
be the arrangement of the passenger 
quarters, which will be directly be­ 
hind the motor, resembling tin* cock­ 
pit of an opeu launch power boat. The 
cockpit will be Inclosed by a railing 
around which will be upholstered seats 
for the three passengers, tile operator 
occupying a seat In front at tin* wheel 
of the motor. 
Here, again. Captain 
Baldwin has devised a simple scheme 
for the operation of the machine that 
is far in advance of the method adopt­ 
ed in the government dirigible. One 
man will be able to manage the big 
airship, the wheel guiding the horizon­ 
tal, left and right movements, while a 
lever conveniently arranged on the 
right hand side of the operator con­ 
trols the vertical direction in rising to 
greater altitudes or descending. 
The radical nature of these improve­ 
ments may be better appreciated by 
contrasting this new machine with 
that of the government dirigible No. 1. 
where, It will be noticed, two men are 
required to manage the ship, the sec­ 
ond man, v ’io steers, being far to the 
rear, while the man at the motor con­ 
trols the planes in front, causing the 
machine t< 
rise or fall, as desired. 
There is no muffler on the engine of 
the government ship, and when In op­ 
eration It is Impossible for the two 
operators to hold any oral communica­ 
tion. Lieutenant Labm has just had a 
speaking tube atached to the ship so 
that Instructions may readily be un­ 


derstood by the two men. 
The government machine is ninety- 
seven feet In length and of 19,000 cu­ 
bic feet capacity. The new ship will 
be IOO feet long, the envelope having 
a capacity of 22,000 cubic feet, and 
the frame, which will be constructed 
of Oregon spruce, will be eighty feet 
long and four feet wide. 
It will be 
suspended at a much lower distance 
from the gas bag than has been done 
In other dirigibles. 
The cockpit for 
the passengers will be eight feet long. 
The planes will be situated four feet 
in front of the motor and will extend 
six feet on each side of the frame. A 
number of other Improvements be­ 
sides 
those 
mentioned 
have 
been 
worked out by Captain Baldwin, one 
of which will be attaching the cross­ 
bars in steel sockets, and when com­ 
pleted this IOO foot airship will ex­ 
emplify the latest ideas in design and 
convenience of operation in dirigible 
balloon construction.

Now is the time to commence the 
preparations for the coming season’s 
farm and garden .work.

Plant the seeds and cover with a 
damp cloth, after moistening down the 
soil thoroughly and place under the 
stove or in some other warm place. It 
is not necessary that they have light 
until the plants commence to come up, 
then place in as sunny a window as 
possible.

I do not know who 
the officers and the trustees will be, 
but they must be men of high stand­ 
ing and undoubted honesty. The gen­ 
eral manager must be a capable busi­ 
ness man, and the basic principle will 
be the prevention of unemployment 
and malemployment.” 
Dr. Van Eeden hopes to organize 
several communistic colonies in Amer­ 
ica. He has already founded such a 
co-operative society in Amsterdam, 
which has grown to large proportions.

but afforded an equal number of inches 
of contralto solo. “I am not much of 
a musician,” Mr. Wright is said to 
have added, “but I am great on fig­ 
ures. 
You can traat me to equalize 
the account to the eighth of an inch.” 
This piece of waggishness, which 
naturally put an end to friction in the 
choir, furnished a key to Colonel 
Wright’s success in life. 
This choir 
incident of his yonth epitomizes bis 
methods in handling all questions.

The petition sets out that there ought 
to he three presidents—one from the 
east, one from the west and one from 
the central part of the United States.

Balloon Ordered by Now York Yachts­ 
man Will Bo Equipped With Severa! 
Automobile Devices—Other Radical 
Departures—Machine to Hold Fout 
People and Cost $11,000. 


That the time is rapidly approaching 
When the popular mode of pleasure 
louring will be aerial flights over the 
land instead of by motor oars on dusty 
highways received practical confirma­ 
tion recently when an order was given 
by a member of the New York Yacht 
club to Captain Thomas F. Baldwin 
for a dirigible airship. It is required 
to carry three passengers besides the 
operator, and its maximum speed will 
be twenty miles an hour. 
The ma­ 
chine will cost about $11,000 and will 
be finished iu June. 
This new pleasure airship, while 
constructed on the general lines of the 
government dirigible built by Captain 
Baldwin last year and accepted by tbe 
war department after the tests.. at 
Fort Myer, will embody many im­ 
provements, in the nature of “refine­ 
ments In detail,” as the automobillsts 
say. Captain Baldwin has learned a 
few things, be says, from bis past ex­ 
perience in building airships, and as 
this new creation is designed chiefly 
for pleasure he has worked out some 
interesting features, which will make 
the machine unique in its class. 
The thing that will first attract the 
attention of the average observer will 
be the neat arrangement of the motor 
and the passenger quarters. The mo­ 
tor, a twenty horsepower Curtiss mo­ 
tor, water cooled and of* four cylin­ 
ders, will be covered with an alumini­ 
um hood, with tbe radiator in front 
similar to that of automobiles. The 
engine will also be equipped with a 
muffler. 
Both of these are entirely 
new departures in dirigibles. 
Still another radical departure will 
he the arrangement of the passenger 
quarters, which will be directly be­ 
hind the motor, resembling the cock­ 
pit of an open launch power boat. The 
cockpit will be Inclosed by a railing 
around which will be upholstered seats 
for the three passengers, the operator 
occupying a seat in front at the wheel 
of the motor. 
Here, again. Captain 
Baldwin has devised a simple scheme 
for the operation of the machine that 
Is far in advance of the method adopt­ 
ed In the government dirigible. One 
man will be able to manage the big 
airship, the wheel guiding the horizon­ 
tal, left and right movements, while a 
lever conveniently arranged on the 
right hand side of the operator con­ 
trols the vertical direction 


derstood by the two men. 
The government machine is ninety- 
seven feet in length and of 19,000 cu­ 
bic feet capacity. The new ship will 
be 100 feet long, the envelope having 
a capacity of 22,000 cubic feet, and 
the frame, which will be constructed 
of Oregon spruce, will be eighty feet 
long and four feet wide. 
It will be 
suspended at a mueh lower distance 
from the gas bag than has been done 
In other dirigibles. 
The cockpit for

points, notably Yokahama, there was a 
variation of a few days due to storms. 
The delay was made up easily, how ­ 
ever, and on other legs of the journey 
the vessels had to loaf to keep from 
coming in ahead of time. 
The good effects of the cruise it ¡3 
impossible 
fully 
to 
measure, 
but 
enough benefits are already apparent 
to pay for the extra cost of the trip, 
as has been 
said from Washington, 
many times over. 
This extra cost, by 
the way, has been only nominal, the 
chief item being coal. One more added 
cost has been in the transportation of 
food. 
Other outlays have been but lit­ 
tle more than they would have been if 
the ships had remained at home. 
It 
is estimated that the increased cost in 
coal has been about $1,300,000, as ap­ 
proximately 
365,000 tons 
have 
been 
burned, costing $2,600,000, about half 
of which amount would 
have been 
required in home waters. 
Much of the 
extra expense was in transporting. Oil 
has cost approximately $100,000 and 
food nearly $200,000, little of which 
represents added outlay. 
The passage 
through the Suez canal cost $130,000. 
From this trifling expenditure has 
come an incalculable good. 
The bene­ 
ficial effects of the cruise naturally fall 
under two heads—First, the diplomatic 
results or influence on the world at 
large; second, increased efficiency or 
influence on the fleet itself. 
Of the diplomatic results the chief is 
the added respect of the world for tha 
American navy. 
It is safe to say that 
no naval event outside of war has aver 
so much attracted the attention and 


perfect manner in which it was car­ 
ried out has changed all this to praise 
It has advanced the cause of brother­ 
hood. 
Its motto from the beginning 
hat been that it was made for peace, 
not war. 
It has brought added friend­ 
ship from all tha lands visited. 
This 
was especially notable in South Ameri­ 
ca, Australasia and Japan. 
It immeas­ 
urably helped the pan-American senti­ 
ment. 
It was takeryj^y Australia and 
New Zealand to mean white supremacy 
in. the Pacific. 
Its arrival in Japan 
was timed exactly to assist in bringing 
about the Japanese-American alliance. 
As for the effect on the fleet, its value 
in training officers and men has been 
incalculable. 
Added efficiency in navi­ 
gation, in economy and in marksman­ 
ship has 
been marked. 
The target 
testa at Magdalena and Manila bays 
not only showed the highest record in 
the American navy! but in the world. 
More than all eUc, it helped the fleet 
find its spirit. 
On this head Admiral 
Sperry says: 
“This cruise marks an epoch in our 
• naval annals, for the fleet has found 
itself—been welded into a unity. 
An 
aggregation of battleship« irrespective 
of the power and efficiency of the in­ 
dividual units is not a fleet in the high­ 
est sense of the term until by long, 
faithful and harmonious work on the 
part of the personnel the spirit of the 
fleet has been developed. 
That now 
has been accomplished.” 
At the start the fleet was commanded 
by Rear Admiral Robley D. Evans—

about the Japaneae-Ame'riean allianoe. 
As for the offset on the fleet, its value 
in training officers and men bae been 
incalculable. Added efficiency in navi­ 
gation, in economy and in marksman­ 
ship has bean marked. 
Tho target 
tests at Magdalsna and Manila bays 
not only showed tho highest record in 
the Ameriean navy,' but in the world. 
More than all else, it helped the fleet 
find its spirit. 
On this hsad Admiral 
Sperry says: 
“This cruise marks art epoch in our 
naval annals, for the fleet has found 
itself— boon welded into a unity. 
An 
aggregation of battleships irrespective 
of tho power and efficiency of tho in­ 
dividual units is not a fleet in tho high­ 
est sense of tho term until by long, 
faithful and harmonious work on tho 
part of the personnel the spirit of the 
fleet has been developed. 
That now 
has been accomplished.” 
At the start the fleet was commanded 
by Rear Admiral Robiey D. Evans— 
“Fighting Bob”— who said he was pre­ 
pared “for a fight or a frolic.” Because 
of AU health ho was relieved at San 
Francisco and was succesdsd by Rear 
Admiral Charlet N. Thomas, who com­ 
manded but a few days when ill health 
alto caused his retirement and ended 
his life shortly after. 
The command 
then devolved on Rear Admiral Charles 
8. Sperry, who took the fleet from San 
Francisco around the world. 
Of the sixteen battleships that origi­ 
nally started on the cruise the Maine 
and 
Alabama dropped 
out at San 
Francisco, and their places were taken 
by the Nebraska and Wisconsin, both 
Pacific built chips.

NEW LINCOLN MONEY. 


Ona Cant Piaca Baaring Martyr Presi­ 
dent’s Portrait Simple Design. 
Victor D. Brenner, the New York 
sculptor who made the Lincoln cen­ 
tennial medal, is the designer of the 
new one cent piece bearing Lincoln’s 
portrait. 
He 
received 
word 
from 
Washington recently that his design 
had been accepted, with suggestions 
by President Roosevelt for several 
minor changes in the lettering. 
Mr. 
Brenner said that he considered the 
placing of Lincoln’s likeness on the 
coinage much more symbolic of Ameri­ 
can ideals than the present design. 
The new coppers have the bas-relief 
head of Lincoln in profile on the coin 
in place of the Indian. 
The word 
Liberty” is to the left of the head, 
and to the right is the date “1909.” 
On the reverse side at the top is the 
motto “B Pluribus Unum,” with un­ 
derneath in the center the words "One 
Cent,” in large letters, with a sheaf of 
wheat on each side. 
It Is believed that the Lincoln head 
has been used on only one coin before 
the five cent design in nickel of 1866. 
It is said that not more than five of 
the Lincoln five cent pieces were 
struck in nickel and that single Im­ 
pressions now sell for about $12 each.

NONMAGNETIC SHIP. 


Odd Construction of th* Camogie For 
Studying Compass Variations. 
The Carnegie institute is having built 
at Brooklyn for the study of phenome­ 
na of magnetic variations an auxiliary 
craft of 668 tons displacement, in the 
construction of which less than 600 
pounds of steel or iron will be used. 
The vessel will be called the Carnegie 
and will be used chiefly for the study 
of compass variations. 
The use of 
steel and Iron has been limited to the 
greatest possible extent so that obser­ 
vations will not be affected by the 
compass deflection usual on modern 
ateel ships. 
The Carnegie will be built of wood, 
with locust treenails and copper and 
bronze bolts. 
The anchors, plumbing 
and cabin fittings will also be bronze, 
and even the engines, with a few 
small exceptions, will be constructed 
of a special alloy called Victor vana­ 
dium bronze. Hemp cables will be used 
Instead of anchor chains. 


Gem Studded Rug, Worth $50JM0, Pre­ 
sented to the White House. 
What is said to be one of the most 
costly gifts to the nation by an indi­ 
vidual was recently accepted by Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt at the White House. 
H. H. Topakyan, a wealthy Armenian 
connoisseur and a personal friend of 
the president, presented an imperial 
silk jeweled Persian rug, said to be the 
finest In texture and weave In the 
world. 
The rug, which Is valued at $60,000, 
contains twenty-four square feet of 
unblemished Persian silk. It is stud­ 
ded with strings of sapphire, rubies, 
emeralds and turquoises, surrounded 
by ropes of pearls, causing the color 
design, which is modeled after the in­ 
terior of a Turkish mosque, to m n into 
delicate shades of rose, green and ho­ 
rizon blue. The whole effect is one of 
Indescribable softness and richness. 
The m g, which is hand woven, rep­ 
resents the labor of an entire Persian 
family for five. years. It was originally 
intended for use as a wall tapestry in 
the palace of the shah of Persia, but it 
struck Mr. Topakyan’s fancy on one of 
his trips to the orient, and after a 
great deal of trouble he succeeded in 
purchasing it and bringing it to Amer­ 
ica. 
A framework of mahogany has 
been built around the mg, and it may 
be used as a hanging tapestry In the 
White House reception room. 


Honor For a Moxican Moro. 
The government of Mexico has voted 
an appropriation of $50,000 for a mon­ 
ument to a humble hero—Jesus Garcia, 
a locomotive engineer. 
Garcia a year 
ago bravely hooked his engine to a 
burning car filled with dynamite and 
hauled it out of Nacazari, Mexico. He 
saved the town from disaster, but was 
blown to pieces himself. 


SETON BEAM FOB ROOSEVELT. 


Deviea Determines Weight and Meas­ 
urement bf Animala Accurately. 
Ernest Thompson Seton of Green 
wlch, Conn., has presented to Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt a sportsman’s weigh 
beam for use on bls South African ex­ 
pedition. It Is called the Seton beam 
and is the Invention of the natural!!! 
By the use of this beam animals up 
to 800 pounds may be weighed to with­ 
in half an ounce of accuracy. The out­ 
fit Itself weighs but one and three 
quarter pounds and Is on the pure 
gravity principle, without spring. II 
also provides for the measurement of 
the animals.
